1 .  Lessor,  in  consideration  of  ten  dollars  and  other  valuable  consideration,  receipt  of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  of  the  covenants 
and  agreements  of  Lessee  hereinafter  contained,  does  hereby  grant,  tease  and  let  unto  Lessee  the  land  covered  hereby  for  the  purposes  and 
with  the  exclusive  right  of  explonng,  drilling,  mining  and  operaang  for,  producing  and  owning  oil,  gas,  sulphur  and  all  other  minerals  (whether  or 
not  similar  to  those  mentioned),  together  with  the  nght  to  make  surveys  on  said  land,  lay  pipe  lines,  establish  and  utilize  facilities  for  surface  or 
subsurface  disposal  of  salt  water,  construct  roads  and  bndges,  dig  canals,  build  tanks,  power  stations,  telephone  lines,  employee  houses  and 
other  structures  on  said  land  necessary  or  useful  in  Lessee's  operations  in  exploring,  drilling  for,  producing,  treating,  storing  and  transporting 
minerals  produced  from  the  land  covered  hereby  or  any  other  land  adjacent  thereto.

2v^nless  sooner  terminated  or  longer  kept  in  force  under  other  provisions  hereof,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  term  of 
three  (3)  years  from  the  date  hereof,  hereinafter  called  "primary  term,"  and  as  long  thereafter  as  operations,  as  hereinafter  defined  are 
conducted  upon  said  land  with  no  cessation  for  more  than  ninety  (90)  consecutive  days. 

xu  3'  ESS"*  Lessee  covenants  and  agrees:  (a)  To  deliver  to  the  credit  of  Lessor,  in  the  pipe  line  to  which  Lessee  may  connect  its  wells 
the  equal  23%  part  of  all  oil  produced  and  saved  by  Lessee  from  said  land,  or  from  time  to  time,  at  the  option  of  Lessee,  to  pay  Lessor  the

13  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  this  lease,  at  the  option  of  Lessee,  which  may  be  exercised  by  Lessee 
giving  notice  to  Lessor,  a  well  which  has  been  drilled  and  Lessee  intends  to  frac  shall  be  deemed  a  well  capable  of  producing  in  paying 
quantities  and  the  date  such  well  is  shut-in  shall  be  when  the  drilling  operations  are  completed.  _ 

14  As  a  result  of  land  development  in  the  vicinity  of  said  land,  governmental  rules  or  ordinances  regarding  well  sites,  and/or  surface 
restrictions  as  may  be  set  forth  in  this  lease  and/or  other  leases  in  the  vicinity,  surface  locations  for  well  sites  in  fie  vicinity  may  be  limited  and 
Lessee  mav  encounter  difficulty  securing  surface  locations)  for  drilling,  reworking  or  other  operations.  Therefore,  since  dntlina,  reworiarw  or  other 
operations  are  either  restricted  or  not  allowed  on  said  land  or  other  leases  in  the  vicinity,  it  is  agreed  that  any  such  operations  conducted  at  a 
surface  location  off  of  said  land  or  off  of  lands  with  which  said  land  are  pooled  in  accordance  with  this  tease,  provided  that  such  operations  are 
associated  with  a  directional  well  for  the  purpose  of  drilling,  reworking,  producing  or  other  operations  under  said  land  or  lands  pooled  therewith, 
shall  for  purposes  of  this  lease  be  deemed  operations  conducted  on  said  land.  Nothing  contained  in  this  paragraph  is  intended  to  modify  any 
surface  restrictions  or  pooling  provisions  or  restrictions  contained  in  this  lease,  except  as  expressly  stated. 

15  It  is  the  desire  of  Lessee  to  obtain  from  Lessor  an  Option  to  Extend  the  term  of  this  tease  for  an  additional  two  years  from  the  expiration 
date  of  the  primary  term  of  this  lease.  Lessee  may  exercise  their  Option  by  an  additional  payment  of  $3500.00  per  mineral  acre.  This  optionmay 
be  exercised  by  written  notice  accompanied  by  check  payable  to  Lessor  representing  the  bonus  payment  stated  above,  on  or  before  the  expiration 
date  hereof.  If  Lessee  elects  not  to  exercise  this  option,  this  option  will  terminate  on  the  expiration  date  of  the  lease. 

16.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  this  lease,  this  lease  is  a  No  Surface  Occupancy  Lease.
